d-figne, being jealous of himſelf, he reſolw d.

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Sergeants with Maces, well armed, and. 
accoutred, who Were night and day to at- 
tend him for ſecurity of his perſon, In the 
battail of Boxines he made uſe of theſe 
Sergents, who comported themſclves 
well, and gave good teſtimony of their 
valour ; 'inſomuch that Saint Lews in 
the year 1229. founded the Church of 
Saint Catharine du val des Ecoliers 1n 
Paris, for them : as appears by inſcrip- 
tions upon two ſtones at the entrance in- 
ro the ſaid Church: The words are, Ar 
the interc:fſimw and prayers of the Serge- 
ants at Armes, Saint Lewy founded this 
Church in Memory of the Viltcry obtein= 
ed at Pont de Bonines in the year 1214, 
T he Sergeants at Armes had the keeping | 
of the Bridge that day, ana made a Vow, | 
that if it pleaſed God to give them ſacceſs, 
they would build a Church, and dedicate it 
70 Saint Catherine, which was performed 
accuraingly. 

It is remark?hle there are four Serge- 
ants repreſented upon theſe two ones, 
but in ſeveral faſhions and habbirs, upon 
one of them there are two, with their. 
Maces in their hands, armed Cap «a pied,, 
to ſhew the poſture they were in when

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Ithey went into the Army ; On the ſe- 
cond there are two likewiſe , one of 
them in his habit, with a Caſſake , with 
great Langued ſleeves, with a Collar that 
comes down to his breſt, which I ſuppoſe 
ſhowes him to be the ſame with the 
Uſhers of the Chamber,which carry Ma.

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overt by the Earls of Dongls, Boucan,ani 
others, to repell the Engliſh, who at thi 
time had oyer-run the oreateſt part of our 
Nation: Philip de Comines calls them 
Golden, becauſe their Hoquetons, were 
covered alt over with Spangles of golf 
and Silver : They have Maces of Gold- 
ſmichs work before and behind their Ho:

The Brigadier taking 
1 Torch in his hand, che Captain and 
the Exemt each of them with a Flam- 
beau before them (which are delivered 
daiy out of the Fruitery to that pur.

On all Publick Ceremonies the Cap- 
tain of this Swiſs Gard da Corps, marches 
before the King, and the Captain of the 
French Guards behind ; ſo as both on 
one {ide and the other, the Kings always 
protected. 

This Captain is ſworn by the King, but 
tenders the Oath of Allegeance to the 
reſt of his Officers himſelf, to whom if 
inferiour) he gives Commiſſions under 
his Hand and Seal , but the two Lieute- 
nants have their Commiſſions from the 
King under the Broad Seal, 

' There are two Lieutenants of the 
Swiſs Company de Gards, which ſerve 
ſucceflively by the year, rwo Enfigns , 
ſerving Six Moneths a piece. Eight Ex- 
emts, four Harbingers, or Quarter-Ma- 


ſters, ſerving quarterly, and in the ab- 


ſence of the Superiour Officers com- 


mandins in their ſtead, There are a 


hundred Swifes,one Clerk ofthe Watch, 
one Enfign-Bearer , three Treaſurers, 
one Aamonicr , one Phyſician ,- one 
| Chirur- 
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 Chirurgeon, one Apothecary, and thee © 


Tailors. | 

' Their Pay is according to the phes 
of the Swiſles, each place being wath 
3181. per an. at the rate of 18 Solsky 
d;.m , beſides 1001. for a Livery, | 
The Captain has all the dead Papys ; 
2000 /. Penſion , a Double Livery, pne 
of 300/. paid out of Caſh belongirzto 
the Stables, the other out of the Tea- 
ſurers Chamber and 60001. per ay, a an 
allowance for a Table. 

Every Lieutenant and Enſign is albw- 
ed four Pays, 2001. in Money ant Li- 
veries : bur the Lieutenants Penſien is 
2000 li. and the Enſigns but one, 

Beſides theſe , at the return from any 
Ceryice or Journey , they have their gra- 
tuities. 

The Exemts have neither Penſions nor 
Liveries, and their Pay is as different as 
their Creation. In ſhort they have two

They lie twelve of them at a time in- 
ternixt with the reſt of the Gards ds 
Cory, that if one Nation ſhould be 
corripted , the other might diſcover, or 
dive:t them. 

They wiit upon bis Majeſty with their 
own Officers when he is pleaſed to go a- 
broad, either on foot , on horsback , or 
in his Cozch. 

When the King goes to Maſs , he paſ- 
ſes thorow two Rinks of his Swiſſes, from 
the Hall of the Guards to the Chappel., 


On Sundays they march wich the Kingin 


their Velvet Bonnets, their Drums, and 
their Pipes, to the midſt of the Church 
wierehe goes, to the yery Door of the 
Quire, where they remain till he come 

__ font 
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forth , at the Rec-ption of an Ambaſſ;- 
dor, or when he comes to Audience, the 
100Swiſles (having notice from the Ma- 
ſter of the Ceremonies) are drawn up 
upon the Stairs in two Files, their Cap- 
tain at the head ofthem , when the Ame 
baſſador comes, the Drummer gives two 
or three ſtrokes, and they fallimmedi- _- 
ately to their Arms. Upon all Solemn. 
Days, as the Coronation, &e. their Co= 
lokrs are diſplay'd. 

At the Feaſt of the Creation of 
Knights, the Swiſs carries Meat up the 
Second Day , and they have what is ta= 
ken away, for their pains, 

There are ordinarily fix ofthe Kings 
Swiffes attending the Queen, in the Kings 
Livery, unleſs ſhe be a Widdow, and 
Regent ; and in that caſe they are in 
Mourning. 

They have an Exemt to command 
them , and their number is augmented 
to twelye. 

The Swiſſes have their Hall apart, and 
ſeparated from the French Guards as 
much as is poſſible, remaining with them 
only in the day time , by reaſon of 
their number , which is too great to 
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be accommodated inthe ſame Hall with 
- the French. 
| Thoſethatareupon the Watch, have 

Bread and Wine Morning and Night, 
. Wood andCandles for every day; they 
have all the Meat that is to ſpare upon 
the Four Chief Feaſts; they have Wax 
Candles, Linnen, and other Fees upon 
upon ſeveral Holydays , and Torches 
with the Kings Arms on Cogps-Chrijti- 
Day ; and the Officers have their Diet at 
Court, ©. 

This Company is a Corporation which 
In it ſelf , has its particular Juſtice, all 
Controverſies betwixt them being heard 
and determined before the Officers, Col- 
| lonels and Captains) in the ſaid Compa. 
ny, whichare Swiſſes, andif any thing 
of difficulty or injuſtice appears, they 
appeal home, tothe Superiors of their 
own Nation, | 

They have the ſame Priviledges as if 
they were natural French, they can pur- 
chaſe, inherit , diſpoſe of their Eſtates 
by Sale, by Will, or by Gift, whilſt they 
are living, which their Wives and Chil- 
dren are capable of inheriting. They 
are free from all I axes, Subſidies, and 
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[mpoſicions laid or ro be laid hereafeer, 
upon any pretence whatſoever. Tleir 
great faithtulneſs and ſervice havirg in- 
duc'd the King to give them that Exemp- 
lon,

be gives it himſelf, as IKewiſe thei: 
Commiſſions, to all but hi Lieutenaits 
and Exemts ; who have them under tie 
Grert Seal, and are adrntted into the 
Grand Couccil, 


When 
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When the Kings, and Princes, and 


Mreſhals of France and others Lodp- 
ings *re taken up ,. he choſes his, for 
which he is call'd Le dernier aux 
Rangs, 

His Cfice is one of the moſt ancient 
about tle Court, and according to the 
juriſdifton he Kill retains of admini. 
firing Jſtice withia the Verge of the 
Courc , it is not unlikely but he ſuc-

 Fobnle Feyon deduces it from Clovs II, 
Son of D agebert, inthe jerfon of Girard 
Comte de Dammartin. Others attribute 
it to Hugh Capet ; for my part, I can ſub- 
ſcribe to neither, my firſt reaſon is jo 
e 
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BbiFeron, bas notthe approbation of fuch 
Is arecexperienced in Hiſtory : : and my 
krond; That having peruſed moſt part of 
{our Annaliſts, I finde no Mention of any 
Mareſchals till the time of Philip 1. Nor 
{indeed was it hiſtory thatbrought meaG 
I quiinted with the name in his Raign, but 
Jibe Records: of: the Foundation of the 
I Church of St Afartin des Camps'in Pars, 
which was dated 1067, ſigned by his 
Majeſty, and other Lords, and at laſt by 
I G#yand Avſelme, Mareſchals of France, 
withour any Surnames.

Priviledge all the eitabiiſhmencs of the 
Royal Houſes are entred in this Court 
and all the Officers in the ſ:id Eſtabliſh- 
ments, are to be. judged finally, and 
en dernier reſort by this Court in all 
matters relating to the Aides, though 
their Habitations be in the Liberties and 
Precin&of ſome other Court.

Y Aides 1s meant the Kings dutyes 
taken upon allforts of Marchandi- 
zes but Salt: formerly all impoſitions laid 
upon the people, upon any extraordinary 
expence, for which the Kings demeſne 
was inſufficient, were called Azdes, and 
in that ſence it Comprehended T ailks, 
Gabells, Tenths, and other taxes: Bur 
Charles the V. called /e Sage being Dau- 
phin, and his Father King 7ohn a Priſoner 
in England, about the year 1370, eſtab- 
liſhed a Soveraign Court at Parzs,to take 
ſupream Cognizance in thoſe affaires,and 
calledit the Coxrt of Aides, which name 
and juriſdiction it reta ines to this day.

Courts des Aides erected in ſeveral places, 
vizs.at ontpelier one by Charles VII.

Henry the 
TI- about 1553. ſoid their Gabells to the 
Inhabitants of the Countyes of Poiftox, 
Xaintong, Annis, Angoumors, high and 
low Limoþn,and high and low Perigord, 
which Provinces are ſince called Pay 
franc-Sale, or the Countyes freed from 
the Gabells upon Salt : the Town of Ca- 
tai, and the Country adjacent , upon 
their return from the Engliſh to thei 
naturall All:giance , obtained the ſame 
Priviledg. 

There are three Farmes of theſe Ga 
bells, one of the Zyornozs and Languedic 
Another of Danphine and Provence, and 
thethird called the Grand Farme, of al 
the reſt of Fravce.

the great Hall where their 4s and Le 
Qures are kept, the largeneſs ofthe Loc 
gings, and the beauty of the Churcl 
(whoſe ſteeple runs as it were up to the 
Clouds) are ſufficient Teſtimonies of tle] - 
Magnificence of the late Cardinal Rich 
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liea, who immortalized himſelf by this 

pod work, and raiſed a Temple to the 
onour of his Memory. 

The Provoſt of the Colledg of Sor- 
bonne is at Preſent the Arehbiſhop of 
Parris, formerly Tutor to the King : &c. 

The Provolt of the Colledg of Na- 
varre is the Archbiſhopd' Axch, grand 
Aumonier co the Queen Mother, &-c. 

There are fix Doctors , or Regents, 
which read every day their ſeveral Le- 
ures by turnes in the Schools of Sorbon- 
ve, an hour and a haſfata time,three be- 
fore dinner, and three after ; but in the 
Colledg of Navarre there are but four, 
two in che morning,and-two in the after= 
noon.
